INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Necrobacillosis. 

[File  No.  2.] 

Owing  to  the  increasing  prevalence  of  necrobacillosis  among  food-producing  ani- 
mals, it  is  desired  that  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  and  their  assistants  pay 
particular  attention  to  the  presence  of  this  disease  in  the  performance  of  ante-mortem 
and  post-mortem  inspection. 

Necrobacillosis  is  caused  by  the  Bacillus  necrophorus,  and  all  species  of  food  ani- 
mals are  susceptible  to  it,  while  no  tissue  of  these  animals  is  exempt  from  its  invasion. 
In  cattle  this  bacillus  produces  foul  foot,  multiple  necrosis  of  the  liver,  diphtheritic 
inflammation  of  the  intestines,  gangrenous  dermatitis,  necrotic  metritis  and  vaginitis, 
ulcerative  anovulvitis,  and  lesions  in  various  organs  such  as  the  heart,  lungs,  kidney, 
spleen,  and  udder  as  the  result  of  metastasis.  In  calves  it  is  known  to  produce 
necrotic  stomatitis  (calf  diphtheria)  and  necrotic  omphlophlebitis,  while  in  hogs  it 
causes  the  same  form  of  stomatitis,  also  known  as  sore  mouth.  In  sheep  the  infec- 
tions with  the  necrosis  bacillus  are  manifested,  in  accordance  with  location  of  the 
lesions,  as  foot  rot,  necrotic  stomatitis,  necrotic  dermatitis  (lip-and-leg  ulceration), 
and  necrosis  of  the  external  genital  organs. 

While  the  various  types  of  infection  with  the  Bacillus  necrophorus  are  not  very 
frequently  observed  in  cattle,  calves,  and  hogs,  the  form  known  as  lip-and-leg  ulcer- 
ation of  sheep  has  greatly  increased  in  prevalence  recently,  and  its  existence  has  been 
established  in  the  majority  of  the  sheep-raising  States.  It  therefore  became  neces- 
sary for  the  Bureau  to  adopt  measures  for  its  control  and  suppression  (see  B.  A.  I. 
Order  163).  This  form  of  necrobacillosis  in  sheep  as  a  [rule  is  confined  to  the  lips, 
face,  and  skin  of  the  legs,  where  it  occurs  in  various  stages  of  development  from  a 
small  papule  to  extensive  ulcerations  which  are  covered  by  large  scabs.  The  lesions 
may  extend  into  the  buccal  cavity  and  the  upper  air  passages,  but  this  is  not  the 
common'occurrence.  The  venereal  form,  known  as  ulcerated  sheath  or^ulcerated 
vulva,  manifests  itself  by  inflammation,  tumefaction,  ulceration,  and  necrosis  with 
or  without  scab  formation. 

From  the  standpoint  of  meat  inspection  the  disease  may  be  regarded  as  a  local 
affection  at]the  beginning,  and  carcasses  in  which  the  lesions  are  so  localized  may  be 
passed  for  food  if  in  a  good  state  of  nutrition  after  rejecting  those  portions  of  the 
animal  body  affected  with  necrotic  lesions.  On  the  other  hand,  when  emaciation, 
cloudy  swelling  of  the  glandular  organs,  and  enlargement  and  discoloration  of  the 
lymph  glands  are  associated  with  the  affection,  it  is  evident  that  the  disease  has 
progressed  beyond  a  condition  of  localization  to  a  state  of  toxemia,  and  the  entire 
carcasses  should  therefore  be  condemned  as  both  innutritious  and  noxious.  Septice- 
mia or  pyemia  may  intervene  as  a  complication  of  the  local  necrosis,  and  when 
present  the  carcass  should  be  condemned  in  accordance  with  the  present  meat- 
inspection  regulations.

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Rendering  Carcasses  for  Lard. 

[File  No.  62.] 

In  rendering  carcasses  passed  for  lard  under  rule  D,  section  13,  Regulation  13, 
B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  the  method  prescribed  in  paragraph  2,  section  2,  of  Regulation  16 
for  condemned  product  shall  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.  Where  circumstances 
have  rendered  any  deviation  from  this  method  necessary  all  the  conditions  should  be 
set  forth  in  a  letter  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 

Samples  for  Chemical  Examination. 

[File  No.  75.] 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  at  some  stations  inspectors  before  taking  samples  for 
chemical  examination  have  first  notified  the  managers  of  the  kind  of  product  of 
which  samples  were  desired.  Inspectors  are  directed  to  take  samples  at  such  times 
and  of  such  products  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  without  previously  notifying  the 
managers  of  the  establishments.  After  the  samples  have  been  obtained  the  manager 
of  the  establishment  should  be  informed  of  the  kind  and  quantity  of  the  product 
which  has  been  taken.  Samples  should  be  collected  only  by  the  inspector  in  charge 
or  by  an  employee  assigned  to  this  duty. 

Certification  of  Edible  Organs  for  Export. 

[File  No.  SO.] 

The  port  medical  officers  at  London,  England,  recently  inspected  on  arrival  280 
cases  of  ox  livers  and  300  cases  of  lamb  livers  bearing  the  authorized  American 
marks  of  inspection.  About  20  per  cent  of  the  kviib  livers  and  about  30  per  cent  of 
the  ox  livers  were  alleged  to  be  diseased  and  were  condemned  because  sections  of  the 
organs  had  been  removed. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  Bureau  inspectors  are  directed  in  future  not  to  cer- 
tify for  export  edible  organs,  such  as  livers,  which  have  been  mutilated  or  from 
which  portions  have  been  removed. 


INSPECTION  AND  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP  FOR  LIP-AND-LEG  ULCERATION 

(NECROBACILLOSIS). 

[File  No.  2.] 

Reports  are  being  received  at  this  office  of  the  appearance  of  lip-and-leg  ulceration 
among  feeder  sheep  after  they  have  reached  their  destination,  and  some  of  the 
reports  indicate  that  some  of  the  animals  were  slightly  affected  before  shipment. 
The  dipping  of  sheep  on  account  of  this  disease  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  disinfect- 
ing the  animals  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  cure,  although  it  may  do  so  in 
some  cases.  A  large  number  of  microscopical  examinations  have  recently  been 
made  in  the  Bureau  laboratories  of  tissues  from  animals  having  only  slight  lesions 
on  the  nose,  mouth,  and  other  parts  of  the  head,  and  without  exception  the  necrosis 
bacillus  has  been  demonstrated.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  by  inspectors  in 
differentiating  between  traumatic  lesions  and  those  of  necrobacillosis.  If  possible 
all  affected  sheep  should  be  kept  back  and  treated  until  cured  and  then  be  disin- 
fected. Owners  of  badly  diseased  sheep  should  be  advised  to  kill  them  and  burn  or 
bury  the  carcasses.

The  use  of  the  following-Darned  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Oreo-Sul,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Worrell  Manufacturing 
Company  (Incorporated) ,  Sedalia,  Mo.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more 
than  71  gallons  of  water. 

"Crescent  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Crescent  Chem- 
ical Company,  Fort  Worth,  Tex.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  62 
gallons  of  water. 

"  Great  Western  Dip  No.  i,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  J.  L.  Stalna- 
ker  Company,  Omaha,  Nebr.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gal- 
lons of  water. 

"  Lah'wood  Disinfectant  Fluid"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Lake- 
wood  Oil  and  Paint  Specialty  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1 
gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 

"  Sarena,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  National  Aniline  and  Chem- 
ical Company,  New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  70 
gallons  of  water. 

"  Shores'  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  Shores  Farm  Kemedy 
Company,  Tripoli,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gallons 
of  water. 

"  Wesdip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  West  Disinfecting  Com- 
pany, New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  75  gallons  of 
water. 

The  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  "  Kol-Sulfur  "  (see  Service  Announcements  of 
August  15,  1907,  page  12)  and  the  name  of  the  distributer  of  "Eureka  Stock  Dip>" 
(see  Service  Announcements  of  July  15,  1908,  page  72)  has  been  changed  from 
George  H,  Moore  Supply  Company  to  Western  Sanitary  Company,  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
and  the  name  of  the  latter  company  will  in  future  appear  on  the  labels  of  these  dips. 

Sheep  and  Cattle. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies: 

"The  Adams  Lime-and- Sulphur  Dip,"  a  lime-and-sulphur  dip,  manufactured  by  the 
American  Antiseptic  Company  (Incorporated),  Denver,  Colo.  Dilution  permitted,  1 
gallon  to  not  more  than  15  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  per- 
mit the  use  iri  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guar- 
anty required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 


REPRINT  OF  TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT.
